Estimated popu- 
lation, 30,000. Total deaths, 35, including 4 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

Wisconsin — Superior. — Month of January, 1898. Estimated popu- 
lation, 35,000. Total deaths, 30, including 2 from enteric fever. 
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
